2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 
33(3) PCT. 

2.1 The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1, and discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
an apparatus for extinguishing and containing a cigarette, .the apparatus comprising 
a container (14) configured to receive and extinguish a cigarette, first and second 
resilient arms (18) configured to grasp a lighter (see col. 2, 1. 23-39) and means for 
joining the resilient arms to the exterior of the container. 

2.2 The subject-matter of claim 1 therefore differs from this known apparatus in that: a 
bottle opener is connected to the exterior of the container. 

2.3 The problem to be solved by the present Invention may therefore be regarded as 
providing to the smoker additional functions that are often required at the same time 
as smoking a cigarette. 

2.4 The solution proposed in claim 1 of the present application cannot be considered as 
involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons. 
Providing a bottle opener in connection with smoking accessories is a feature that is 
already used in several applications and is therefore considered as customary 
practice of the person skilled in the art: documents D3-D4 are only few examples of 
such combination. The inclusion of a bottle opener in an apparatus according to D1 
does therefore not involve an inventive step- 

2.5 It is furthermore pointed out that the subject matter of claim 1 cannot be considered 
inventive either when document D2 (see fig. 7) is considered closest prior art and 
combined with the disclosure of D3 or D4. 

3. Dependent claims 2-12 do not contain any features which, in combination with the
